California 
Appea

California turned to the courts 
Tuesday in an attempt to cool 
off campus militants at San 
F'rancisco State College, scene 
of disruptive student unrest for 
the past three months. 
At the University of Wisconsin 
a classroom boycott by Negro 
students lost momentum after 
1,900 National Guardsmen were 
ordered in to help police control 
demonstrators. Student leaders 
called a recess in campus dem­ 
onstrations. 
A new twist to campus rebel­ 
lion arose at the University of 
South Carolina when a youth 
was arrested for burning a 
Confederate flag in front of the 
school president’s home. 
In 
South Carolina state law forbids 
mutilation of the United States, 
Confederate or state flags. 
The California state attorney 
general obtained a court order 
Monday dismissing militant offi­ 
cers of the student body and 
placing $250,000 of student aid 
funds in receivership. A spokes­ 
man said the court would be 
asked to make the injunction 
permanent. 
At the same time Dr. S. I. 
Hayakawa, the school’s acting 
president, suspended two Negro 
teachers for supporting a strike 
by some elements of the student 
body and faculty. 
At Wisconsin only 400 listen­ 
ers turned up Monday night for 
a campus rally supporting de­ 
mands by Negro students for 
special 
privileges, 
compared 
with thousands who took part in 
demonstrations at the start of 
the 
classroom 
boycott

week, 
H. FMwin Young, the universi­ 
ty’s chancellor, said: 
"The situation is such that we 
can reduce substantially the

asking participants in the class­ 
room boycott to go back to 
classes.

The benefits and perquisites 
provided by the government 
swin to assure that the former 
president need not dip deeply 
into his private fortune to main­ 
tain his planned retirement role 
as author, college lecturer and 
overseer-organizer of the Lyn­ 
don B Johnson labrary 
Until 
the 
eig h t -story 
museum-library is completed in 
the summer or fall of 1970 with 
a top-floor office for his use. 
Johnson is occupying free office 
space on the top floor of the new 
Federal Office building in Aus­ 
tin. Te.xas. 
About 20 rooms are provided 
there for staff members, cleri­ 
cal workers and storage. The 
Ueneral Services Administra­ 
tion. housekeeping agency of the 
government, says the cost is ab­ 
sorbed in the public buildings 
budget 
The suite wcupied by Johnson 
and several staff members is 
paneled in teak and carpeted in 
yellow It has a handsome fire­ 
place; its windows look out on 
the University of Texas, where 
the steel skeleton of the Johnson 
Library’ 
and 
the connected, 
three-story structure of the Lyn­ 
don B Johnson School of Public 
Affairs stands. 
The library will have a roof­ 
top landing pad. so that a mili­ 
tary helicopter can fly Johnson 
directly from the family ranch 
some 60 miles away. 
The 
museum-library-school 
complex is being built by the 
university at an estimated cost 
of $11.8 million. It will be leased 
to the GSA and maintained at 
government expense. 
The transition office in Wash­ 
ington consisted of two large 
conference-type rooms in a new 
government building, manned 
by a few staff people and four 
or five typists. It had been ex­ 
pected to operate, mostly as a 
mail handling and answering 
center, until the expiration of 
the transition funds on June 30. 
Another $375.000 was provided 
to President Nixon. Nixon's por­ 
tion reportedly is virtually ex­ 
hausted. much of it having been 
used up in preinauguration costs 
of 
staff 
and 
advisory 
task 
forces 
But the Johnson office was 
closed by Johnson's orders on 
Feb. 1. after functioning about 
two weeks. A former official 
who belatedly disclosed the 
shutdown said Johnson acted in 
irritation over newspaper sto­ 
ries about his perquisites as a 
former 
president. 
Another 
source said the real reason was 
economy. A third said the Wash­ 
ington office became super­ 
fluous when the post-inaugura­ 
tion rush of mail subsided. 
h"or some days after the chan­ 
geover. mail addressed to him 
cascaded in at the rate of about 
1.400 letters a day. Much of it 
came addressed to the White 
House. 
The flow has now diminished 
to fewer than 1.000 letters daily, 
and mail for Johnson arriving in 
Washington is being redirected 
to Austin for reading and reply. 
The other offices and benefits 
are authorized by a series of 
laws and administrative orders 
over the years which have en­ 
larged progressively the bene­ 
fits accruing to former presi­ 
dents 
While he was president, John­ 
son arranged that storage space 
be provided in Austin’s new 
Federal Office building for the 
tons of papers, documents, films 
and objects which eventually

Johnson estimates there are

Most of the papers are stored 
in rows of filing cabinets on the 
first floor of the downtown 
building, 
more records 
and 
museum materials are stored in

Benefits of a former president 
begin with a $25.000 a year pen­ 
sion which is supplemented, in 
Johnson s case, by a $22.000 
Congressional pension 
Former Presidents Harry S 
Truman and Dwight I) Eisen­ 
hower also receive the $25.(XK), 
(len Eisenhower was obliged, 
however, to choose between the 
presidential pension and the 
pension of a General of the 
Army; he waived the military 
pension 
Each former president also 
gets up to $80.000 a year for 
staff and office help. This was 
increased from $65.000 by the 
1967 federal pay increase law. 
Another $200.000, or about 
$67.000 each, is provided in the 
new federal budget to be appor­ 
tioned among the three ex-presi­ 
dents for the cost trave. trans­ 
portation, and benefits of em­ 
ployes and former employes. 
The employes who are not 
being paid from the $375,000 
Transition Act funds can be 
transferred, when that runs out. 
to the regular staff allowance if 
Johnson wishes. 
The transition appropriation 
was a new device to smooth the 
transfer of power by meeting 
the extraordinary costs incurred 
by both the incoming and out­ 
going chief executives. It covers 
office help and equipment, du­ 
plicating costs and telegraphic 
outlays. Aides who reported that 
Johnson is being conservative in 
dipping into his share added 
that he is perfectly free to in­ 
crease the rate of outlays later 
on. 
Budget Bureau aides said the 
bureau does not monitor the use 
of the transition money, as long 
as outlays do not exceed the 
congress!onally imposed limit. 
There are some nongovern­ 
mental benefits as well. At least

President Nixon is expected to

Johnson relinqu­ 
ished to Nixon the use of the 
specially fitted and equipped jet 
liner. Air Force One. Johnson 
used a standby plane, older but 
similarly equipped. 
At least a dozen Secret Serv­ 
ice agents are assigned to guard 
the former president and Mrs. 
Johnson, but the number will 
vary 
with

ments 
Rep. Tom Steed, D- 
Okla., said it seems reasonable 
that as many as 26 men may be 
available for this detail. 
The actual number at any 
time is withheld for security 
reasons, but Steed, chairman of 
a House Appropriations subcom­ 
mittee responsible for examin­ 
ing the Secret Service budget, 
said that two dozen or more 
agents would be "par for the 
course” Three shifts are neces­ 
sary, and the active Johnson 
likely to be exposed to more 
risk than the other two former 
presidents.

~ Du ring the past 12 
months, this writer has visited approximately 50 
college campu ses, ranging from the University of 
Warsaw^ in Commu nist Poland and the Sorbonne in 
Paris to the University of .Montana, the University 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
the 
University 
of 
Florida. 
Washington State. MIT. Stou t State College in 
Wisconsin and .Au stin l^eay State College here in 
Tennessee. It has been a cross-section of colleges, 
large and small, and at all of the American 
institu tions I have addressed stu dent assemblie.'. 
and condu cted stu dent foru ms. 
From this experience I believe I can accu rately 
report that .American stu dents generally are alert, 
dedicated and far ahead of previou s generations in 
their desire to tack le the problems of the world. 
They are not interested primarily in becoming 
engineers, bu sinessmen or insu rance salesmen, as 
was my generation in college. The majority want to 
devote at least part of their lives to helping their 
fellow men They are interested in the Peace Corps. 
VISTA or going into government. 
There was a day when the top gradu ates of the 
Harvard law school were immediately gobbled u p 
by the top Wall Street law firms. That day is over. 
These gradu ates and others from the best law 
schools are now more interested in spending some 
time in government or other produ ctive commu nity 
work . If they do sign u p with big New York law 
firms, many specify that they mu st have time off to 
handle indigent clients or other commu nitv work 


—.Minority Ru le— 
In contrast there is a minority m many colleges, 
led by .Negroes, which seems determined to disru pt 
edu cation altogether. It has done so by reversing the 
.American system ot majority ru le for a system of 
minority ru le 
It has done this, moreover, by u sing a techniqu e 
ou tlawed 
by 
.American 
law and 
tradition — 
violence. 
Minority ru le by force and violence has almost 
paralyzed San F'rancisco State College, k illed one 
college 
president. 
Dr. 
Cou rtney 
Smith 
of 
Swarthmore, and disru pted some of the most liberal 
institu tions in America su ch as Bradeis, a Jewish 
u niversity, the University of Chicago u nder liberal 
president Edward Levi, 
and the 
University 
of 
Wisconsin, long prou d of its liberal Lafollette 
tradition. All have tried hard for several years to 
enlist more qu alified Negro stu dents, yet this is one 
of the demands of the Negro minority. 
In each of the above institu tions there has been a 
small minority of stu dents which has u sed violence 
to 
sabotage 
edu cation 
for the 
majority. 
In 
Swarthmore 40 stu dents lock ed themselves into the 
admission office and disru pted edu cation for a 
thou sand others. At Brandéis the ratio was abou t 
the same. At Chicago. 400 stu dents tried to force 
their demands on the 9 ,000-stu dent u niversity by 
occu pying 
the 
administration 
bu ilding. 
At 
Colu mbia, a u niversity where I once tau ght, abou t 
400 stu dents tied u p an institu tion of 30,000 also by 
occu pying the administration bu ilding where they 
rifled the private papers of president Urayson Kirk . 
—Tou gher Tactics Ju stified— 
My 
conclu sions 
from 
having 
visited 
many 
campu ses is that it is time for u niversity au thoritites 
to realize they mu st provide edu cation for the 
majority, not su bmit to disru ption by the minority. 
Otherwise edu cation in their strik e-torn colleges 
will gradu ally erode. The easiest way to prevent 
disru ption is to get back to previou s disciplinar^' 
ru les and expel violators immediatelv.

Today, in contrast with the past, strik ing stu dents 
have been mollycoddled, given second and third 
chances and then allowed to remain in school. All of 
this pu ts a premiu m on violence. 
Even

administration bu ilding and rifled the papers of 
President Kirk have now been reinstated. .And at 
San Francisco State, president S. I Hayak awa, the 
tou ghtest of the college administrators, has not 
su spended the original 639 strik ers. He has only 
warned them that they will be su spended if arrested 
the second time. 
This is u nfair to the majority of the stu dents who 
are trying to get an edu cation; also u nfair to the 
taxpayers who pu t u p the money for edu cation and 
to the alu mni who help to finance private colleges. 
San P'rancisco's minority band of stu dent rioters 
shou ld be given 90 days of cleaning the oil off 
sou thern California's pollu ted beaches. There is 
ample law to cover this, both local law and federal 
law u nder the 1917 Sedition .Act. College facu lty 
members who want to pu t minority ru le ahead of 
majority ru le shou ld also get the gate. There has 
been too mu ch worry over the rights of minority- 
disru ptive facu lty members and not enou gh concern 
over the rights of the majority. 
In San P'rancisco State, only 350 teachers ou t of a 
total of 1,100 belong to local 1352 of the American 
P'ederation of Teachers. .And of these 350. only 200 
wanted to strik e. Yet this minority threw the entire

something .AFL-CIO president George Meany wou ld 
hardly sanction — if he k new the facts. 
What minority facu lty members have got to 
realize is that alu mni can strik e too. So can majority 
stu dents. Applicants at Colu mbia’s last freshman 
class are down 21 per cent, in contrast to Harvard 
and Yale which had no riots and whose applicants 
are u p 10 to 15 per cent. Stu dents don't want to 
enroll at a u niversity which may be riot-torn. 
.Any bu siness firm which loses 21 per cent of its 
cu stomers in one year is in danger of going ou t of 
bu siness. Colu mbia can weather the slu mp. Bu t it 
has been given a stiff reminder that the majority of 
stu dents go to college to stu dy, not to demonstrate. 
More seriou s may be a Colu mbia alu mni boycott 
in 
fu nd-giving. 
This is neither organized 
nor 
advertised, bu t it is a fact If it spreads to other riot- 
torn campu ses, it cou ld be the most seriou s boycott 
of all.

Nixo n Faces Iffy Qu estio n 


On Sen tin el ABM System

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
To demonstrate the extrem e difficu lty of the decision 
President Nixon, Defense Secretary Laird and Depu ty De­ 
fense Secretary David P ack ard m u st m ak e on the Sentinel 
antiballistic missile system, it is necessary to tell the exp e­ 
rience of a friend. 
This senior engineer was sent by his company, a large 
m anu factu ring concern, to stu dy the cou ntry’s m ajor tex­ 
tile plants to determine whether it wou ld be feasible to 
move into the textile m achinery bu siness. 
My friend, in his stu dy, dem onstrated that it wou ld be 
possible to produ ce m achinery with dou ble the efficiency 
of the obsolete machines then in operation. Bu t he recom ­ 
mended against the move. 
He p redicted that abou t the time his machinery was 
developed, the bu gs eliminated and sales well u nder way, 
new research wou ld have brou ght abou t a revolu tion in 
cloth mak ing. His new m achinery wou ld thu s be obsolete 
and his company faced with heavy losses. 
If Nix o n, La ird a nd Pa cka rd mo v e to o quickly into the 
ex tremely co stly Sentinel ABM sy stem , the United Sta tes 
ma y end up with o utmo ded defenses a nd tens o f billio ns o f 
do lla rs do wn the dra in. (The So v iet Unio n ma y ha v e ma de 
this mista ke in its o wn a ntimissile defense sy stem .) 
If. on the contrary, Nixon. Laird and Pack ard wait too 
long! to bu ild, this cou ntry m ay find itself nak ed in anti­ 
ballistic missile defenses when we most need them. No 
amou nt of money however hastily spent cou ld mak e u p for 
this lack . 
The wise defense man pu ts off as long as he “ safely” can 
the decision to bu ild any extremely costly new system in a 
field where science and technology are moving rapidly. 
Meanwhile, he pou rs in large su ms on research and devel­ 
opment so that when the decision mu st be made, he’ll have 
a system as advanced as he can possibly mak e it at the 
m oment of decision. 
The k ey word in the above p aragrap h is “ safely.” D eter­ 
mining how’ long a nation can wait “ safely” has some of 
the elements of the au tomobile game called “chick en” in 
w’hich two drivers charge at each other head on. each de­ 
ciding how close he can “ safely” come to the opponent 
before veering off cou rse. 
But the ma king o f these decisio ns a lso ha s so me elem ents 
ol po ker in a g a m e with ex perts (ex cept tha t defense pla y ­ 
ers ca nno t a ffo rd to be bluffed). Nix o n, La ird a nd Pa cka rd 
must g uess fro m o dds a nd ends o f info rma tio n no t o nly 
wha t the So v iet Unio n a nd Red Chinese ha v e but a lso wha t 
they a re likely to co m e up with a nd when a s a result o f 
their o wn resea rch. 
Compu ters can help estim ate the probabilities; they can’t 
give the answers or m ak e the decisions. 
P'ack ard, of cou rse, was brou ght into the Defen.se Dep art­ 
ment to help with ju st this sort of problem. 
This advanced electronics area is one in which P ack ard ’s 
“ p ok er” instincts have demonstratedly been extremely 
sou nd. In the su dden-death, highly competitive field of 
electronics in the past 30 years, Pack ard has had to mak e 
the Sentinel ABM type of decision many times. Inasmu ch 
as his company, which started with a cap ital of less than 
$600, in that 30-year period grew to sales of $280 million a 
year while thou sands of other companies went brok e, it is 
clear that Pack ard has shown an u ncanny k nack for gu ess­ 
ing right.

Q — In what way does drink ing too mu ch inju re 
one's health'' Will it cau se cancer? 
A — It will not cau se cancer bu t it may shorten 
one's life by cau sing or aggravating cirrhosis of the 
liver, high blood pressu re, peptic u lcer, asthma, 
diabetes, gou t, neu ritis, coronary heart disease, 
brain damage and k idney stones. PYrthermore, 
heavy drink ing destroys the body’s su pply of vitamin 
B and interferes with the normal dreaming now 
recognized as essential to restfu l sleep. 
Q — Is it tru e that if a man is a heav'y drink er his 
children will be born with congenital defects'' 
A - N o . 
Q — I often read in you r colu mn that the 
continu ed u se of cortisone is harmfu l. What do you 
advise for a person who has Addison’s disease when 
his life depends on cortisone? 
A — When cortisone is given to correct a 
deficiency of the adrenal, as in Addison’s disease, 
and not merely to control inflammation, this is 
replacement 
therapy 
and 
mu st 
be 
continu ed 
indefinitely. 
Q — I have had Addison’s disea.se for 20 years. 
Lately I have had a rapid pu lse and my blood 
pressu re, which is u su ally 115, goes u p to 145. What

A — In Addison’s disease, the blood pressu re is 
u su ally low and the pu lse rapid. You may need an 
adju stment of the dosage of the adrenal hormone I 
presu me you are tak ing.

testosterone, the male hormone. It is tru e, however, 
that there is an interrelationship between all the 
glands of internal secretion. Thu s, an absence of 
adrenal secretion wou ld cau se an atrophy or wasting 
of the testicles in a man and of the ovaries in a 
woman. In a prepu bescent girl, this wou ld resu lt in a 
failu re of breast development and other feminizing 
changes. Bu t a total absence of adrenal secretion is 
rare.

A — It is possible bu t very rare The cau se wou ld 
most lik ely be a blowou t of a congemtally weak 
artery in the brain rather than hardening of the 
arteries or high blood pressu re.

Tennessee purposely took two 
technical fouls in a gamble that 
backfired and Louisiana State 
fell after a technical foul shot 
down Pistol Pete Maravich. 
Florida edged Tennessee 65-63 
and Vanderbilt nipped LSU 85-83 
in the two explosive South­ 
eastern Conference basketball 
games Monday night. 
Meanwhile, sixth-ranked Ken­ 
tucky widened its SEC lead to 
two games over 17th-ranked 
Tennessee, snuffing out Georgia 
85-77 in what Adolph Rupp offi­ 
cially claimed as his 800th 
coaching victory. 
In the Pacific —8. top-ranked 
UCLA’s Lew Alcindor scored *22 
points to pace the Bruins to a 
53-44 victory over upset-minded 
Washington. 
Maravich. the nation’s leading 
scorer, was ejected on a techni­ 
cal foul with about two minutes 
remaining 
for 
squaring 
off 
against an official. No blows 
were struck. 
In an effort to get the ball. 
Tennessee incurred technicals 
in the closing seconds for call­ 
ing time out twice in excess of 
the six allowed. With Florida 
ahead 62-59 and Tennessee’s Bill 
Justus at the free throw line. 
Coach Ray Mears called succes­ 
sive times out. the Vols’ sixth 
and seventh. 
Justus made his free throw 
and Andy Owens converted the 
technical foul shot for Florida, 
making it 63-60. Florida con­ 
trolled the jump and .Mike 
Leatherwood dropped in two 
free throws to give the Gators a 
65-60 edge. 
Owens then fouled Tennes­ 
see's Jim England and Mears 
called another time out. Eng­ 
land made his free throw and 
Owens missed the technical free 
throw, leaving the Vols trailing 
65-61. 
Tennessee took the tap and 
England’s jump shot cut the 


deficit to two points with 22 sec­ 
onds left. But time ran out on 
the Vols. 
Mears said he discussed the 
possibility of trading technicals 
with assistant coach Stu Aber­ 
deen early in the game. Aber­ 
deen suggested that the Vols try 
the strategy in the final minute. 
Florida Coach Tommy Bar­ 
tlett indicated he will ask for a 
rules change. 
There was no official explana­ 
tion available regarding Mara- 
vich’s ouster. Maravich. who 
was in possession of the ball, 
appeared to be hit by a Vander­ 
bilt player and the ball went out 
of bounds. No foul was called 
and the official awarded the 
ball to Vandy. 
But the floppy-haired LSU 
junior, stayed in the game long 
enough to be top scorer with 35 
points, bringing his career total 
to 2.059 and shattering the SEC 
career scoring record of 2.030 
set by Mississippi State’s Bailey 
Howell in 1957-58. 
Kentucky boosted its confer­ 
ence record to 12-1 by snuffing 
out i Georgia rally. Tennessee, 
which made the top 20 rankings 
for the first time this week, 
dropped to 10-3 in the confer­ 
ence after its loss to Florida. 


UCLA, starting slow as they 
have many times this season, 
failed to take the lead for more 
than 30 minutes before the 7- 
foot-1 Alcindor scored six points 
to put the Bruins ahead to stay 
for their 36th straight victory. 
Washington, playing aggressive 
defense and deliberate offense, 
built a 22-21 lead at the half. 
In the only other game involv­ 
ing the top 20 teams, 18th- 
ranked Colorado defeated Okla­ 
homa State 73-66. 
Niagara’s Calvin Murphy, the 
nation’s number two scorer, 
was held to 23 points. 10 below 
his average, by Long Island 
University, but Niagara went on 
to win 83-75.
